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never advance”. That what we point to as “advance” in 
morality does not really take place in the quality of the action 
but in the perception of what action is for. “Goodness by 
itsclt is not enough. There comes a point where progress in 
morality is an impossibility. Advance does not come in the 
nature of the moral action, but through the perception of a 
new kind of life to which action can be dedicated—and such 
a perception is not morality, it is religion.” That is well said; 
what men call progress depends not so much upon what we 
cali the moral life, but upon the moral life itself being lifted up 
to the level where the nature of God is the subject of an 
e\cr-growing realisation of His infinity and mystery. 

It is obvious that this book has been a long time in the 
writing; this is no easy, loose expression of facile thought. 
The author has worked, hard, and there are times when the 
reader will have to do the same. One may be sure that Mr. 
Lee is winning his way into a larger realm of thought, and 
some of the positions which he occupies in this book are but 
spring-boards to a fresh spiritual leap. Liberal religion has 
the duty not only to rethink the past; it has also the duty of 
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breaking out of the present into the future—and this is what 
Mr. Lee means when he talks about Revelation—the making 
of an attempt to pierce farther into the mystery of our con- 
temporary life in order to win fresh insight into the meaning 
of existence. Mr. Lee has made a notable contribution to the 


‘ most urgent problem of our time—the enlargement of man’s 


idea of his spiritual nature. 

Three sentences of criticism. The reader who comes 
across Mr. Lee’s delightful word-picture of life in an old 
cathedral city will find himself wishing that the book had 
contained a little more of this illustrative writing; it both 
lightens the argument and irradiates the theme. Secondly, the 
price of the book may prevent it from achieving the wide sale 
it deserves, but this is the publishers’ responsibility. And 
thirdly, the format gives one reason to believe that the 
lishers have taken their obligation to produce the book in 
complete conformity with the authorised economy standards 
with undue seriousness. |
